Is It Tri-City Park Or Bi-City? 


A sudden announcement by 
representatives of the city of Brea 
that that municipality is unilaterally 
removing itself from any further 
obligations in Tri-City Park, was 
delivered to a surprised Tri-City 
Park Authority meeting Wednesday 
night. 

The move came days before bids 
are scheduled to be opened for the 
beginning of park construction. 

Sal Gambina, Brea City Council- 
man told members of the authority 
that his council had consulted with 
their city attorney and had been 
advised that his city can remove 
itself from "phase two"’ of the park. 


‘'We have gone over this with our 
attorney.’’ Gambina told the group. 
‘'We have filled our obligation for 
phase one of the park.”’ 

“No commitment for main- 
tenance?’’ asked Kerry Fox, who is 
the City Attorney for Fullerton and 
also legal counsel for the Tri-City 
Park Authority. 

‘‘No,’’ answered Gambina. 

“T'd be interested in talking to 
your attorney,’’ Fox shot back. 

No vote was taken by the authority 
on the issue and it was agreed that 
Fox and the Brea City Attorney 
would discuss the matter further. 

If the city of Brea can and does 


pull out of the development of the 
40-acre park, it would leave the two 
cities of Fullerton and Placentia with 
a bi-city entity. It was not clear at 
Wednesdays meeting whether Brea 
intends to claim its ownership in the 
two-lake amusement area, which 
fies on its borders, and not 
contribute its share of funding or 
whether it) would yive up its 
holdings. The park which lies at the 
apex of the three cities involved, 
would be open and available to the 
citizens of Brea, it was indicated.

Thoughts On School District 


To The Editor: 

I told a board member I would 
respond on my concerns prior to the 
election. 

By this means | will keep my word 
and share a couple of thoughts. 

The size of PUSD high schools, 
designed for enrollments of 2,000, 
was not an arbitrary selection. One 
of the difficulties concerned 
athletics but the CIF ‘‘A’’ system 
and El Dorado, Esperanza and the 
current crop of Tiger basketballers 
and runners have taken care of that, 
one would think. 

On one assignment I had a couple 
of years ago I came in close contact 
with citizens of a nearby district 
where high schools have grown to a 
size of 4,000 students in some cases. 
Not only were they uniformly 
unhappy but the district found it 
impossible to get support when 
needed. 


I feel strongly about Valencia, in 
particular, which became a high 
school only in that there was no 
other solution possible at the time. 
Taxpayers who move into new 
homes at the drop of a real estate 
sign will vote out a school board 
which dares to tear down a school 
building just because it is liable to 
fall down in an earthquake. Bill 
Blureck and Cliff Riddlebarger, 
handed a growing district and a 
crowded site filled’ with a variety of 
structures did well by my alma 
mater, I think. 

But the design there and at El 
Dorado also was geared to 2,000. 
Part of this was a control to keep 


class sizes within reason and 
maintain a manageable school 
community. 


Except fora few bigots down in 
the south portion of the district why 
do most people still feel that the 
district delivers a good education for 
their children? Board members 
should think a long time before 
loading any more sites with more 
structures than good planning 
dictates, and remember _ that 
portables sound better than they 
produce, even in these modern days. 
With Kraemer next door,~a district 
auditorium and stadium on site I 
doubt that the Valencia site can take 
a build-up as once discussed. The 
onetime that site was‘ overcrowded-- 
and it was--the place threatened to 
come apart at the seams. Not all of 
that was the times. 

My other concern ties in a little 
with McFadden. In some ways that 


school should be kept to remind 
people of all sorts of things. Few 
district residents are aware that the 
old La Jolla school was subject to a 
discrimination suit and that the 
district lost, only this was in the good 
old days and everyone got in a closet 
with the judge and ‘‘worked things 
out.”’ As he explained to those 
bringing the suit: ‘‘I have to get 
re-elected, you know.”’ 

Those were in the days when 
people complained to board 
members if their child didn’t get 
bused past the school. 

I think Board members should be 
very careful these days with their 
ADA figures. One district has 
already been warned by a court that 
they were taking ADA on aliens and 
not complying with the law. It turns 
out that while the district was going 
through the motions the State 
Superintendent of Instruction was 
not. 

The AG opinion which allows 
districts to file on alien ADA is, in 
my opinion, ‘“‘iffy’’ at best. 
“Everyone is doing it’’ does not 
make it correct or morally right. 

The districts ‘must know what 
percentage of their present 
population is based on illegals. 
When schools are being closed and 
new schools opened these figures 
should be part of the public 
awareness. 

What if, for instance, some new 
magic wand federal policy suddenly 
evaporated that population which, 
for most of us doesn’t seem to exist 
any way. What would that do to 
projections? To ADA? 

What if a court decision renders 
the filing of those figures illegal thus 
cutting out the payments? 

Concerning McFadden the real 
tragedy, of course, is the lack of 
meaningful conversation; between 
the school district and the City. 

In this case it is very wrong to be 
critical ofthe school district. Except 
here one may point with pride to the 
“*good old days’’ when the two tax 
supported districts get along ‘‘or 
else.”’ 

We think Board members and 
other citizens should speak out on 
these issues which cost us money 
because of the lack of meaningful 
cooperation. 

And it is high time that citizens 
started finding out why there is lack 
of cooperation and just what--or 
who--is responsible.

As in the case of the John Tynes School boundary issue, I find myself 
objecting again to the manner in which recommendations are presented to 
the E.F.P.C. and ultimately to the Board. 

On this important issue you are now considering, the E.F.P.C: was 
presented data and maps, and in approximately one hour a decision was 
made; the Board will not be assisted to any great extent from our brief effort 
since the element one would expect from an advisory committee, community 


feedback, is lacking. 


In contrast to our recent deliberations on the John Tynes School boundary, 
there was no general public participation on this issue. I feel that this 
apparent lack of public interest was @result of little prior public notice and no 
apparent attempt to generate public interest. A good faith attempt to 
encourage public interest was a result of little prior public notice and no 
apparent attempt to generate public interest. A good faith attempt to 
encourage public input would have included holding several meetings ata 
local area school, such as Esperanza High, and holding the meetings 
sufficiently in advance of Board and-administrative deadlines to prevent 
bottlenecking current and future operations (in short, we should have been 
asked to handle this matter in September or October 1976).

ow and why recommendations evolve, how these recommendations relate 
to current and future district operations, and to what extent existing policies 
and procedures have been applied in reaching decisions.

Brea Elects Mayor 
In Sudden Vote 


Surprise action in the Brea City 
Council last week elevated Mayor 
Pro Tem Rex Gaede to the 
mayorship and invested Councilman 
Sam Cooper, who has wished openly 
to be mayor, to the position of mayor 
pro tem. 

Not on the agenda, the sudden 
shifts were first broached by Gaede 
before a caught-off-guard Mayor 
Carol. Weddle whose term as mayor 
still had a year to run. 

Gaede explained after the council 
meeting’s formal agenda was 
completed, that he had a pet project 
and that it was that the Brea 
mayorship should be passed around 
each year. 

Gaede began that he believed 
some consideration should be given 
to reducing the term of the mayor. 
He explained that some of the other 
cities have one year mayorships. 

‘This is not in any way to be 
directed toward Carol or any of the 
other mayors we’ve had,’’ Gaede 
added. He _ said he _ believed 
changing mayors each year would be 
more democratic, very healthy ‘‘and 
a breath of fresh air perhaps. 

“I think we should allow all 
councilmen to be ¢andidates for 
mayor...I think it would give us all 
much more experience than we have 
now.”’ 

Cooper who was disappointed 
when he was passed over for the job 
of mayor after he had accumulated 
the largest popular vote of any of the 
councilmen, later took the issue to 


the popular ballot to seek approval 
from the electorate to have Brea’s 
mayors elected directly by the 
people. The move failed by less than 
500 votes. 

At last Tuesday’s council 
meeting, Cooper asked Gaede if his 
idea was in the form of a motion and 
Gaede said yes. Cooper seconded 
‘‘for discussion purposes’’ and the 
council voted four to one to 
reorganize, with Weddle dissenting. 

Councilman Donald Fox nominat- 
ed Gaede for mayor and Weddle 
nominated Cooper. Cooper deferred 
explaining that he thought it was 
more important for the city of Brea if 
there was an orderly transition from 
mayor pro tem to mayor. 

“I think that this would hopefully 
set a good precedent,’’ Cooper 
added. 

Gaede was elected mayor by a 
four to one vote with Weddle 
dissenting. Cooper was then elected 
mayor pro tem. | 

“I will do everything within my 
power to work within the framework 
of this city council,’’ Cooper stated. 
“I personally feel that the citizens 
will benefit greatly (from the 
reorganization). We all have our 
individual concerns, We can respect 
each other’s concerns in an orderly 
and friendly manner. I thank the 
council for their confidence in me. I 
do not intend to let them down.’’ 

Gaede had praise for Weddle’s 
hard work and. accomplishments 
while he was mayor.

education and welfare related 
programs should be removed from 
the property tax.

College Student Dilemma 


Placentia Courier 
Dear Editor: 


Several news articles in the Daily News Tribune as well as other 
newspapers prompt me to comment as they relate to our community 


colleges. 


One major newspaper ran a series of articles directing attention to 
weaknesses In the public school swstem with the intent that measures be 
taken to evaluate curriculum. In particular, reading and writing were 
specific areas in which graduating high school students seemed to be 
most deficient. Ask any college freshman what his lot may be if he is 
lacking these skills--particularly in writing which. hy and large. will 
determine his successful completion of a course of study. 

Immediately, UCLA made a general announcement that. henceforth, 
entering freshman students will be required to take a course In writing in 
their respective high schools before they are considered for admission. 
Anexcellent way of passing the buck! They discovered that their entering 
freshman students were woefully deficient in writing which. they felt. 
was not within their responsibility since higher education perhaps had 
objectives above the drudgery of teaching basic skills. Then community 
colleges in the nearby vicinity discovered a tremendous ‘‘ grade inflation” 
(Writing so far has not surfaced) which they are now evaluating. It 1s 
obvious where the loose ends will be tightened. Among the students 
rather than the college teaching and administrative staffs where the 
responsibility lies in assisung entering freshman develop proficiencies in 


specific areas! 


The most important subject area to the entering freshman ts in his 
freshman English classes where he is taught to write compositions and 
term papers. This is not what is happening tin our community colleges, 
and here | am going to deal might up front with the issue. 

Cypress and Fullerton Community Colleges are not holding the 
students. Perhaps the following comment may point to the causes and the 
negative attitudes students are developing toward thei community 


colleges. 


For the past year, both colleges have experienced a severe drop in 


enrollments for reasons that 


administrative staffs are now 


investigating. Let us take a look at only the areas of freshman English 
(There may be other disciplines that perhaps should be given some 
scrutiny) since | am attempting to stress the importance of it as it relates 
to successful completion of college. Among entering freshman students, 
for instanee. sign-ups for freshman English classes may be thirty or more 
per class, but by mid-semester through what is callously referred to by 


Instructors as a 


“natural attrition rate”. 


an instructor may be able to 


weed his class size down to a more workable fifteen or twenty students 
There is evidence of one class at Cypress College that was actually down 
to four students who through tenacity and luck completed the class. How

Assignments consisted of “S90 word compositions per week on dittos for 
everyone to share. a sixtv-paye journal due at the end of the semester, a 
term paper no less than eight pages fully annotated with bibliography. 
and assigned and collateral readings pertinent to the subject being 
taught. The whole semester became an experience in frustration. It 1s 
difficult to say whether every freshman English instructor provides an 
equitable regimen of such burdensome proportions to all of his charges. 
Is there uniformity of curriculum with the English Departments in the 


colleges? 


Principally. Lam pointing out that the language arts curriculum in the 
community colleges is in need of revision to insure that students receive 
instruction that ultimately will lead to a successful completion of a four 
vear institution. As the course of study exists, itis disastrous for retention 
ofenrollment, preparation of students for higher degrees, and also to the 
tax payer who foots out the bill for salaries. 

What does it all mean to the Mexican American student who under 


extreme hardship manages to attend our community colleges? 


Their 


attrition rate is disproportionate to other minorities as well as the majority 
school population attending colleges. Which group ts going to be hardest 
hit when the full impact of “inflated grades” 1s resolved? | have heard 
both Anglo and Mexican American students striving to be heard that 
there are not enough instructors interested in teaching how Co write term 
papers and compositions. How can they be heard by college authorities? 

Not all staff as insensitive. | am sure that there are those faculty and 
staff personnel who have striven to reach the more obdurate faculty and 
department heads with littke chance of being heard. To them, | am 


apologetic for this editorial.
